|FOUR CHICKS COME INTO 


THE WORLD AFTER LONG 
RIDE ON FREIGHT TRAIN 


Three Others All Ready, but They, 
Too, Die Because No Mother 
~ Hen Is There. 


Somewhere around Wright's, IIb, 
there is a hen that has a legitimate 
grievance against society. 

The wrongs of the hen at Wright's 
would never have become known if it 
had not been for John  8Strickland, 
freight handler at the Alton depot of 
the Big Four. He was handling a case 
of eggs when he heard a ‘“‘peep.’’ He 
tore off a slat and peeped in. Four 
little feather balls ‘‘peeped’’ back at 
him as loud as they could “peep.” 

“IT swan,” said John Strickland. But 
he was mistaken. They were chickens, 
four of them, two black ones and two 
white ones, much toe young to be trav- 
eling. By rights, they should have been 
under the hen that had been sitting on 
them at .vright's. 

Three other eggs were pipped and it 
looked to John Strickland as if it was 
going to be unanimous 
the firm to which the five cases of re- 
puted eggs were consigned and told 
the man that if he did not hurry along 
and get those eggs there wouldn’t be 
any eggs left. 

The.four little chickens were turned 
loose, but while they were too old for 
eggs, they were too young for chickens. 
They needed a hen. John Strickland did 
the best he could for them, but he 
couldn’t be a hen to them. They caught 
cold and before the bakery wagon ar: 
rived died. 

The three little chicks 
pipped eggs died before 
‘‘peep’’ at Alton. 

After the bakery wagon 
away the unpipped eggs, John Strick- 
land looked into the arcestry of the 
chickens that had hatched on his hands. 
He found that they had been shipped 
from Wright's, 39 miles up on the Bur- 
lington, on the 27th, on which date they 
were believed to be eggs. It takes 21 
days and a hen to turn an egg into a 
ehicken, or, rather, to turn a chicken 
out of an egg. The ostensible egg had 
been three days on the way. It was 
clear, therefore, that somebody’s hen 
had had 18 hard days’ setting for noth- 
ing, and that she has cause for grief 
and a grievance.

NEW YORK, Aug. 31.—The heroism of 


two brave women in St. Malachy’s 
Home, a Roman Catholic institution for 
the summer care of orphan children at 
Rockaway Park, prevented the snuffing 
out of 65 little lives, 
group of buildings was destroyed by 
In spite of their efforts, probably 
ten of the children were burned to death, 
seven bodies having been found in the 
ruins today. . 

There were 750 children in the institu- 
tion when the flames started in the cen- 
tral wing, in which 65 little ones were 
housed. Sister Concetto saved 3% of 
them, single-handed,. befere the firemen 
arrived. ‘The other heroine was. Sister 
Cecilia. She at first helped to get many 
of the children out of the buildings and 
then mounted to the belfry and, finding 
the rope attached to the belfry bell too 
short, swung with the bell, arousing the 
community and bringing ‘sorely needed 
help. 

The blaze started on the first floor of 
the central wing, which was used as a 
laundry. On the two upper floors there 
were 65 children asleep at the time, in 
charge of Sister Concetto. Smoke quick- 
ly swept through the wooden building, 
awoke the children, all from 3 to 5 years 
old, and drowe them hither and thither 
in panic. 

Sister Concetto tried to marshal the 
children, so that they could get down 
the stairs in order, but only a few of 
them responded to her directions. She 
saw there was nothing to be done but 
carry out the little ones bodily. She 
gathered up two and rushed with them 
to the court below. 

The brave woman returned to the 
burning building and carried out two 
more children. fhe others were too 
frightened to find the stairway by them- 
selves. Most of them crawled under 
their beds and stayed there. Sister Con- 
cetto returned to the burning building 
time after time. She made more than 
fifteen trips before the blaze had swept 
through the whole building. 

As she made her last trip the firemen 
arrived, and a score of them dashed 
into the three-story building. They 
found Sister Concetto with two more 
children in her arms, but so overcome 
with smoke that she could hardly grope 
her way toward the stairway. They 
carried her and her two charges out 
avd then carried out more of the chil- 
dren, 

But by the time the firemen returned 
the stairway and floors had given way. 
Seven children had been left behind. 
Their bodies were found today, side by 
side. All were burned beyond recogni- 
tion. Their names, it was said, could 
be known only after a most careful re- 
count of all the children in the institu- 
tion had been made. 

The fire started about 8 o'clock, when 
niost of the children were in bed and 
the smaller ones, tired by a day of 
play, were asleep. Those in the wings 
temote from the origin of the fire were 
saved by the presence of mind of Sister 
Ambrose, the Mother Superior, and a 
score of the other Sisters of St. Joseph. 

Children Respond to Alarm, 

in their night clothes, some wrapped 
in blankets, the children heard the fire 
crill alarm sounding and quickly 
tuarched into the wide upper corridors. 

The floors were hot under their bare 
feet and the little ones kept hopping 
from one foot to the other as they 
formed in line. Heavy, choking smoke 
swept over them. At their backs the 
flames were breaking through the par- 
titions. A few whimpered with fright. 
Some were so sleepy they scarcely 
realized what was going on. But all 
showed the discipline of the fire drill, 
and not one attempted to break ranks. 

Sister St. Ambrose gave the order to 
dash for the open. Two abreast, 600 
children started down the stairs. When 
they reached the main floor the flames 
were almost licking the newel-post of 
the banisters and the smoke was s0 
dense they could not see. 


Go Through Fire Hand itn Hand. 
It was a situation to dismay the 


stoutest heart, but the Sisters were 
equal to it. When the ranks halted 
for a moment on the stairs, before what 
iooked like a pit of flames, the nu:s 
told the boys and girls to clasp hands. 
They did so, and in a rew minutes were 
on the lawn, which was flooded with 


the light of the fuh moon.

The robber replied, ‘“‘You're a liar,”’ 
at the same time forting ‘the messenger 
into the corner of the car. Another mes- 
senger came forward, but he, too, was 
intimidated. 

The robber carried a bag, and he com- 
pelled Donnelly to hold it open while he 
forced the fireman and express messen- 
gers to put $5000 in gold bullion and sev- 
eral bags of pennies, about $200 in all, 
info the bag. Having taken all the 
money in sight, he ordered the engineer 
back to his engine and forced the fire- 
man and express messengers to carry 
the money up the mountain side about 
150 yards from the track. The robber 
then coolly dismissed the men, saying, 
“‘Good-by, and good luck; I hope to see 
you again.’’ 

Robber Entered the Woods. 


Donnelly says the robber, still wearing 
his mask, took to the woods and the 
trainmen went back to their train. 

Donnelly says the man spoke with a 
foreign accent. He is described as about 
5 feet 8 inches in height and was 
dressed in dark clothes with a dark 
slouch hat which he kept pulled well 
down over his face. 

The railroad company is using a pack 
of bloodhounds from Chillicothe, O., and 
the capture of the desperado is believed 
to be almost a certainty. The dogs are 
owned by the Baltimore & Ohio road and 
are kept for just such an emergency. 

Only one man was seen by the train- 
men. Later investigation disclosed six 
sticks of dynamite between the tracks 
at the point where the first charge was 
exploded. This is accepted as evidence 
that it was the intention of the robber 
to blow up the train. 


Officiels Tell of Robbery. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Aug. 31l;—The of- 
fictals of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
here ,.confirm the robbery of train No. 
39 near Lewistown, Pa.. early today. 
The followtng statement was given 
out: 

“We are sorry to say the train was 
held up and robbed. One of our em- 
ployes was shot in the hand. His in- 
jury is slight. From reports at hand now 
it appears the robber—there was only 
one—did not get much money. In the 
express car was more than $5000 in bul- 
lion as well as a large amount of Lin- 
coln pennies. We understand the high- 
wayman was compelled to drop the 
bullion in order to escape. 

“The train was known as She Pitts- 
burg & Northern express. It left Phila- 
delphia shertly after 4 o'clock last night. 
About 1:30 oclock this morning, when 
near the Wewistown Narrows, on the 
middle division, it was held up by a 
masked highwayman. 

Dynamite Exploded Under Train 

“The train was halted by an explo- 
sion of dynamite which slightly dam- 
aged the engine. Before it could be 
realized just what had happened, the 
robber, with heavy revolvers in each 
hand, was in control of the situation.” 

In a later statement the rallroad of- 
ficials say: 

“When the dynam'te, placed on the 
track by the highwayman, exploded, the 
headlight glass and windows of the en. 
gine cab were broken. One rail was 
torn up also. .

Mrs. Francesca Nas of East St. Louls 
is paying $5 a week jail board for Mar- 
tin Juracek, in an attempt to force him 
to pay a judgment of $633. If Juracek 
decides not to pay the judgment and 
stay in jail, he will have to serve 355 
days, approximately a year, and it will 
cost Mrs. Nas $260 to keep him there. 


If Juracek decides, after. being in jail 
for a time, to pay the judgment, he will 
be allowed $1.50 a day for each day he 
has served, but he will have to pay the 
board bill. There is a law in Illinois 
providing that the holder of a judgment 
against ap individual may have him 
placed in jail for refusal to pay, if the 
board bill is paid. 

Mrs. Nas and Juracek are neighbors 
on Exchange avenue in East St. Leuis. 
Mrs. Nas lives at 331 Exchange avenue, 
and Juracek is a saloon keeper at 401 
Exchange avenue. 

Chickens Cause Trouble. 

Three Plymouth Rock chickens former- 
ly owned Fy Juracek, and supposed to 
have been eaten by Mrs. Nas and her 
boarders, are at the bottom of all the 
trouble. Mrs. Juracek had three Ply- 
mouth Rocks which she prized highly, 


but one night they failed to come home 
to roost. 

Mrs. Juracek made an inspection of 
the neighborhood and discovered chicken 
on Mrs. Nas’ table and feathers in the 
back yard. She jumped at the conclu- 
sion that Mrs. Nas had killed her chick- 
ens, and her husband had Mrs. Nas ar- 
rested, but failed to prosecute her. 

Mrs, Nas then turned the tables on 
Juracek and sued him for false impris- 
onment. A jury awarded her a judg- 
ment of $533, but Juracek refused to 
pay. Mrs. Nas says the chickens were 
given to her by a boarder, and she 
cooked therm for him. 

Juracek brought his imprisonment 
upon himself by requesting the Sheriff 
tu arrest Annie Mattic and Peter Grun- 
denic, who jumped a bond on which 
Juracek was surety. The Sheriff recog- 
nized Juracek as the man against whom 
Mrs. Nas held the judgment, and instead 
of going after the fleeing bondsmen he 
notified Mrs. Nas and she caused him to 
be remanded to jail. 

Juracek refused to say Tuesday 
whether he will serve out the judgment 
in jail and compel Mrs. Nas to pay his 
board, or will pay the judgment to re- 
gain his liberty.

Recently the receiver of a Western 
tank wrote to the Comptroller asking 
for instructions with regard to a most 
vnusgual case. He stated that the bank 
beld in trust a splendid eagle and that 
included in the daily expense of the in- 
stitution was an item of 8 cents for 
meat with which to feed the bird. He 
desired to know whét he was to do 
about it. 

Acting Comptroller Kane upon inves- 
tigation found that the laws of the State 
in which the bank was located provided 
for a fine of $10 to $3 for any persons 
found guilty of keeping an eagle in ca p- 
tivity. He therefore advised the re- 
ceiver to that effect_and instructed him 
to release the bird immediately.

trials of her son, Harry K. Thaw. Her 
attorney, however, obtained from the 
United States Circuit Court an order 
vecating the notice directing her to ap- 
pear. 

At the same time the Court directed 
Mrs. Thaw to furnish Mr. Hartridge 
with a bill of particulars of her counter 
Claim of $46,815. 

The Court said that in case Mrs. 
Thaw should change her residence from 
Matteawan, N. Y., to one more than 
one hundred miles distant from New 
York and beyond the reach of subpena, 
time and opportunity would be given 
to» take her testimony by commission or 
otherwise. 

Mrs. Thaw contended that the notice 
for taking of her deposition was, not 
served in good faith, but to annoy her. 

Mr. Hartridge alieges that he paid out 
large sums in “protecting Harry Thaw’'s 
good name from scandal." His bill in 
the aggregate was $195,736, and he has 
been paid 2102, 100.

FIRST TO ENTER AEROPLANE 
IN THE CENTENNIAL RACES 


H. A. Robinson, foreman of a motor 
car company has constructed an aero- 








plane on the Antoinette monoplane type, 
Which Latham made famous, and has 
entered his machine in the Centennial 
aeroplane races here. This is the first 
aeroplane entry received by the commit- 
tee in charge of the aero events, to be 
held here the first week in October. 

The machine in which Robinson will 
go after prizes and records here is the 
third aeroplane he has built. A year ago 
his second machine, constructed at 
Neosho, Mo., made a rlight of 100 yards, 
but was smashed in the landing. 

The wings, engine and body of the | 
aeroplane which Mr. Robinson has en-" 
tered in the Centennial races are fin- 
ished, and he is now at work assem- 
bling the sky racer. A. B. Lambert 
and other members of the Aero Club of 
St. Louis are greatly interested in the 
machine and have offered Mr. Robin- 
son the use of the polo grounds at the 
Country Club for his initial tryouts. 

Robinson told a Post-Dispatch -re- 
porter Tuesday that he expected to have 
the machine in readiness for its first 
flight by the end of next week. 


It Is 32 Feet Long. 
The main plane of Robinson’s ma- 


chine is 32 feet from tip to tip. The dis- 
tance from the propeller, which is placed 
in front, to the hortzontal and vertical 
rudder in the rear is 2% feet. The con- 
struction is practically identical with 
that of Latham’s machine, but it is on a 
smaller scale. Mr. Robinson has con- 
structed a 2%-horse power metor for 
the machine. 

“In this machine I will empley the 
usual wing tips for preserving stability. 
But I have already patented a device 
for automatic stability which I will use 
in building a new machine after the 
Centennial races. 

“My machine weighs 600 pounds and 
has a plane aera of 46 square feet. This 
is a very large area of supporting sur- 
face for the weight. 1 expect to be able 
to get off the ground at 26 miles an 
hour. My engine is powerful enough to 
drive the aeroplane over # miles an 
hour.”’ 

Mr. Robinson lives at 1526 North 
Whittier. He constructed the engine 
and the metal parts of his machine at 
the Dorris plant and the supporting 
surfaces at his home.

Accident Verdict Rendered. 


At the inquest Into the death of Theo- 
dore IF’.

Mr. Witte died at the Jewish 
Hospital at 2 p. m. Sunday, 5% hours 
after he was hurt.

Frank J. Neugebauer, conductor of 
the Rock tsland’s Union accommodation 
which struck the Witte machine, said 
he talked with Theodore Witte after 
the accident and that Witte said, ‘i 
heard you coming but it sounded as 
though you were at a distance.”

Ger- 
many offers all kinds of inducements, 
and the men in charge of the meet at 
Brescia, Italy, are ready to defray al’ 
expenses and alter the conditions of 
their contests so as to accommodate 
the champion. 

But Curtiss has promised to fly in 
New York during the Hudson-Fulton 
celebration and his wife has cabled him 
to hurry home. He is, therefore, wa- 
vering between the inclination to win 
more prizes or to go home. 

The wonders of the week are still too 
fresh in the minds of those who were 
present to enable them to properly es- 
timate its full significance or to permit 


j them to accurately comprehend what 


has been done.

The representatives of the firm which 
supplies Russia with dirigible balloons 
called upon Curtiss yesterday and told 
him he was convinced the aeroplane is 
infinitely swifter and surer and more 
valuable for warfare. - 

Capt. Chapin, who came in behalf of 
the American army, frequently ex- 
pressed to the Post-Dispatch correspon- 
dent his belief in the practicability of 
the heavier-than-air machine for all 
purposes of warfare. He pointed out 
that the Curtiss machine, which can 
make a running start within 50 feet, 
could easily be launched from the deck 
of a warship. 

It was pointed out that the compact 
machines could easily be stored on a 
vessel In numbers and used in launch- 
ing projectiles at an enemy. 

Some distinguished French statesmen 
visiting Rheims have expressed convic- 
tion that aeroplanes will make war so 
frightful that universal peace will be the 
ultimate result. 

While Curtiss believes that the biplane 
trpe is just ag good as the monoplane, 
it is generalfy believed here that the 
monoplane is the more suitable for all 
purposes.

Scratch Horse in the Trotting 
Event Withdrawn Before 
the Race.

READVILLE, Mass., Aug. 31.—More 
than 80 horses lined up on handicap 
marks and two of the greatest trotters 
in the country, Sonoma Girl and San 
Francisco, On scratcn, waiting the sig- 
nal from Starter Frank Walker to send 
them away on the dash of about one 
mile and a half in the Great American 
Derby race, this was the attraction 
that drew an enormous crowd of turf 
enthusiasts from all parts of the coun- 
try and Canada to the old Readville 
track at the opening or the Grand Cir- 
cuit meeting here today. 

Today's race was the trotting division 
of the derby, for a prize of $35,000. To- 
morrow a purse of $15,000 will be divid 
ed among the pacers in another derby. 

Unlike last year’s memorable derby 
at Readville, the first held in the coun- 
try, which was won py Allan Winter, 
there were no qualifying heats today, 
the rich plum going to the winner in 
a single dash. The actual distance cov- 
ered by the scratch horses was one mile 
and 25965 feet, while the norses on the 
2:19 mark, the longest handicap, went 
almost 500 feet less than Sonoma Girl 
and San Francisco, one mile 2100 feet. 

When the race started, Baron Alcylon, 
owned by E. I. White of Syracuse, N. 
Y., was the favorite. The stallion was 
on the 2:19 mark. In trials since arriv- 
ing here, he has worked in 2:10%, only 
2% seconds slower than the mark on 
which the scratch horses were placed. 

The original scratch horse, Uhlan, 
placed at a mark even farther back 
than that from which Sonoma Girl] and 
San Francisco started, was withdrawn 
by his owner, Charles Sanderson, who 
did not think it advisable to start him 
in the Derby and then race him against 
Hamburg Belle.

THE ENSURED PROFITS SYSTEM. 

The demand of Frank Morrison of the Ameri- 
can. Federation of Labor that the Secretary o' 
Commerce and Labor investigate labor condition: 
in the Pressed Steel Car Co.’s works at Schoen- 
ville, Pa., is reasonable and righteous. Since the 
law authorizes the Secretary to make special in 
vestigations of industrial abuses, and even di 
rects him to do so, we may expect Mr. Nagel t 
act upon the suggestion and find the bottom causc 
of what appears to be a cancerous growth in th: 
economic and social organism of this country. 

The Pressed Steel Car Co. has consistentl: 
argued that the strike was a private matter be- 
tween them and their employes and that the only 
business of public authority was to maintain Or- 
der and prevent the destruction of property. Bu 
if the mainterance of ordér is the only function 
of Government, how do these men justify thei) 
appeal to Government for a tariff protection de- 
signed to create a monopoly for them? And 
wha. have they to say about the means employed 
to obtain the monopoly legislation? The State of 
Penusylvania has for years been represented, in 
the United States Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives by men who impudently acknowledge 
their servitude to the interests of which this 
McKee’s Rock corporation is one of the greed- 
iest. The recent tariff revision gave an enlight- 
ening exhibition of the manner in which tax priv- 
ileges are obtained. 

And whai is the pretext for this legislation? 

The Republican platform of 1908 declared that: 
“In all tariff legislation the true principle of 
protection is best maintained by the imposition 
of such duties as will equal the difference between 
the cost of production at home and abroad, to- 
gether with a reasonable profit to American in- 
dustries.” Moreover, in the same plank it is de- 
clared as the purpose of protective legislation “to 
maintain the high standard of living of the wage 
earners of this country, who are the most direct 
beneficiaries of the protective system.” 

It appears, then, that according to Republican- 
McKee’s Rock doctrine it is the business of the 
Government not only to maintain order and pro- 
tect property, but to maintain, by legislation, a 
high stanceard of living among wage earners and 
ensure a reasonable profit to American industry. 

That profits have been ensured by this legisla- 
tion is not an open question. Andrew Carnegie 
retired frem business with a-private fortune of 
nearly half a billion. Is any man so witless as 
to believe that he could have accumulated this 
mountain of wealth in natural circumstances? 
Many men are rolling in wealth and luxury 
through this system. 

But what of the standard of living among the 
wage earners of this country? Beginning with 
American,. English, Welsh and Irish labor, the 
protected industries of Pennsylvania have, after 
40 years of monopoly, so depressed the standard 
that only men accustomed to the lowest standards 
‘lof Europe can endure it, and even they rebel when 
they discover. the. trick that is played them. 
It was thought’ that the Pittsburg Survey, 
made by. the Sage Foundation, had told the worst. 
But worse came when the strike broke out; and 
the District Attorney’s investigation following 
the charge of peonage marks a further descent. If 
these are the results of the protective system 
we want to know it. 

Recent estimates, made by a man whose in- 
timate acquaintance with industrial condi- 
ditions justifies faith in his, judgment, go to 
show that the American people pay $13,000,- 
000,000 annually for commodities, which, 
without. protection, would cost. but $9,000,- 
000,000.

COUNTY GRADE CROSSINGS. 

The sacrifice of = in Siunday’s grade crossing 
accident on the Ro¢ék Island tracks is productive 
of some good to Others. It has awakened the 
county authorities to the necessity of providing 
safeguards against similar accidents in future. 
The County Court announcer that it will at once 
have obstructions at crosgings cleared away, and 
whee it is impossible to clear the view grade 
crossings will be abolished. 

Clearing obstructions which prevent a view of 
the r_ilroad tracks from the roads will help. But 
the only satisfactory and permanent safeguard is 
the off-grade crossing. In the crossing where 
the Witte automobile, with its five occupants, 
was destroyed the grade crossing cquid have been 
abolished at slight expense. The wagon road 
rises 10 feet to the railroad tracks. The cost of 
grading the road under the tracks and rlecing a 
short bridge above would probably not exceed the 
price of a good automobile. Doubtless conditions 
in which, with feasible changes of grade or loca- 
tion or both, the abolition of the grade crossings 
would be easy and cheap, exist at many other 
poir ts. 

The work should be undertaken with a view *o 
ridding the courty of grade crossings. It should 
be continued systematically unti] all the cross- 
ings are safe. It will pay the railroads to co- 
operate liberally with the county authorities in 
accomplishing this end. 

Meanwhile all railroad crossing signs should 
have on them three words in large letters: “Stop! 
Look! Listen!” Drivers of vehicles should fol-

In your editorial comment headed “Reform of the 
Courts,’’ you very sensibly approve of the proposed 
amalgamation of the courts of the various states 
of the Union into one compact organization. The 
writer heartily commends your position in this pro- 
gressive plan of unification, but when you say “It is 
a curious fact that while the industrial business of 
the country has been organized on Strict scientific 
principles and methods, so that waste is reduced to 
a minimum, etc.,’’ you compel this protest. I wish 
to:say most emphatically that the ‘business’ of this 
and every other capitalistic nation {8 positively not 
on a “strict scientific basis, with waste cut down to 
a trifle’’ as you infer. If you had‘Said that profit- 
making is on that kind of a foundation you would 
have been well within the truth, but industry under 
a competitive form of production and distribution is 
far from being scientifically waste-eliminating. Upon 
a moment’s reflection you will see the inconsistent
